and Marx is by no means trium-- 
phant.. 

The most original fact about his 
presentation of political theory is the 
total omission of Machiavelli, This 
cannot be explained by the .latter’s 
undemocratic outlook: many of the 
writers named above, with whose 
spectres Mr, Lindsay wrestles long, 
were by no means liberals. Hobbes 
is included for the part he.played in 
the development of the Nation 
State, indispensable preliminary to 
democracy. It is not clear then how 
Machiavelli can be ignored, unless 
Mr. Lindsay is adopting the policy 
of only including theorists who were 
citizens of democracies or pre- 
democracies. 

As regards the “practical” or 
historical side of Mr. Lindsay’s 
work, one must endeavour not to 
adopt too -harshly critical an atti- 
tude. It is inevitable, after all, 
that a man trying to ps an account 
in seventy es of the historical 
evolution of’ the democratic State 
will fall either into obscurity or 
simplification. Mr. Lindsay opts 
whole-heartedly for the latter, The 
result is sometimes a statement 
which, though true, is not a con. 
tribution to the knowledge of an 
adult reader. His chapter on the 
industrial revolution, for instance, 
abounds in remarks like the follow- 
ing: “ The effects (of the industrial 
revolution) came gradually; they 
came unevenly. hey gradually 
affected all. the world, but ‘in very 
different degrees. Men in the same 
country at the same time were living 
at the most different stages of tech- 
nical progress. The countryside has 
been much less fundamentally 
affected than the towns,’’ 

Such condescension may be 
accepted as the teacher's occupa- 
tional deformity; to be vague and 
sweeping, however, is not an 
academic fault, yet Mr. Lindsay’s 
sentences, particularly his subor- 
dinate clauses, abound in sweeping 
vaguenesses. The last page of the 
book provides a good example: “ In 
early nineteenth century democracy— 
1.@, (st¢), the democracies of the 
United States and Switzerland, 
where sdciety, being mainly agri- 
cultural, was naturally democratic-- 
there was little need for any of the 
functions of government, except the 
function of keeping order.” The 
implications of the clause italicised 
above are worth pondering. 

In the ‘‘practical” side of Mr. 
Lindsay’s work there is issi

of the evolution and -significance of 
political parties. Although Marx's

These two quotatious are almost 
enough, to show where the resem- 
bianve ends, Mr, Vulliamy’s book 
remains ou the level of an erudile 
parlour-game, a clever and informa- 
tive piece of period reconstruction 
His ay Sa Diary extends from 
1868 to 1886, and covers the experi- 
ences ci an almost. totally undis- 
tinguished geutleman of leisure. 
Though serious issues are“. vot 
shirked, the emphasis is on veloci- 
pedes, patent water clocks and fish 
bone models of Lincoln Cathedral. 
It jis amusing enough, and, . no 
doubt, it is sound; but when euch 
enuine examples as “The Amberley 
upers’' and others already exist. 
one wishes that Mr. Vulliamy had 
devoted his energies to editing an 
authentic dochment, Compared with 
Mr Shearman’s book, the net resu!t 
is trivial, and never rises above 
pastiche. 

Mr. Shearman’s Bishop was of the 
Church of-Jreland, and his diocese 
was the united one of Bangor, Dun- 
gannon and Strabane. We may 
take it, | suppose, that he died in 
his late sixties or early seventies, 
within the Jast few years. This 
circumstance involves Mr. Shearman, 
too, in a recherche du temps perdu, 
but he is not led away by trivialities, 
To suit the greater seriousness of 
his subject, his Bishop, Dr. Percival 
MacPeake, has written a connected 
and selective account of his life, in. 
stead of a day-to-day diary. 

I am inclined to think that this 
book is a real and, perhaps, an im- 

ortant contribution to literature. 

‘ot only is it the first serious work 
of fiction involving philosophical 
ideas to come out of this particular 
social stratum in the North of 
Treland, but it establishes Mr. 
Shearman as a real writer, not only 
the man of a single book. The 
Bishop (if he had really lived) would 
not have been a nonentity like Mr. 
Polderoy. As it is, he really does 
live, and his conflicts and problems 
live for us, both in his life and in 
our own. The prose in which he 
writes about them is effortless and 
distinguished. Mr. Shearman has 
not put together his hook out of 
little bits of social history, or little 
snippets of ideas. The range of 
reading and of interests which 
enabled him to write the “ Bishop's 
Confession’’ is refreshingly wide, 
and all of it is employed with a pur- 
pose. 

Not that the ‘ Confession,” 
though it be a bishop’s, is in the 
least heavy. Having an interest in 
theology myself, I fou the theo- 
logical bits fascinating, but had they 
been less deftly treated even I 
might. well: have found them ' dull. 
The space which given people, and 
given ideas, occupy in the confes- 
sion is strictly proportional to their 
real importance. The result, for me 
at least, is that nothing is overdone. 
He even resists the temptation to 
make his book meretriciously read- 
able ‘by overdoing the ‘human 
touch,” His bishop certainly says: 
“I think the chief attraction [for 
women] about a clergyman is that 
if one marries him one feels safe 
in both worlds.” There is even a 
film actress in the book; but both 
she and the part she plays (an im- 
portant part) are perfectly credible. 

Mr, Shearman has treated Ulster 
society in a way in which it has not 
yet been treated in literature, There 
is no fumbling about the way he 
breaks new ground. He is com- 
Eas in control. This novel (for 

suppose it is a novel). is one 
which must be judged by the 
highest standards. It seems to me 
more worth while to say this than 
to waste time rehashing the plot, 
which anybody who is interested 
enough to read it will find out in 
good time. :

recent. meeting of shareholders. 
While Lord Glenavy’s.main pur- 
pose was to stress contrasts 
between the financial position 
and outlook of the G.S.R. and 
G.N.R. undertakings, his obser- 
vations raised issues which matter 
very deeply to the future of public 
service transport throughout the 
twenty-six counties, and, indeed, 
to Irish transport generally. 
While Mr. Reynolds conveyed the 
impression that his company— 
presumably with the approval of 
the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce—contemplated a drastic 
curtailment of railway services, 
the costly reorganisation of those 
which might remain, and a wide- 
spread extension of road services 
—involving considerable additions 
to the company’s: capital liabili- 
ties—Lord Glenavy pins his faith 
to the view that the railway must 
remain ‘‘ the senior partner ” in 


‘National transportation, and re- 
jects what he describes as “the. 


fallacy of general railway obso- 
lescence.’’ Efficiency, he claims, 
must be sought in the “ compre- 
hensive co-ordination of rail and 
road services,” in which the road 
will play the part of junior and 
subservient partner. In such a 
partnership he sees a future in 
which the G.N.R. Company—and, 
by implication, other companies— 
may continue to ‘‘ operate effi- 
ciently ” without resort to a drain 
on national resources for which 
the country, in post-war condi- 
tions, will have other more 
imperative uses.” In so far as 
such a policy and prospect apply 
to the G.N.R. Company, there 
seems to be no reason to question 
the soundness of these conclu- 
sions. 
intends them to apply to other 
conditions, is he not in danger of 
reasoning from the particular to 
the general ? If one accepts his view 
that successful railway opera- 
tion depends mainly on ‘“‘suffi- 
ciency of traffic and concentration 
of loading,’’ it becomes necessary 
to inquire whether, and to what 
extent, such desiderata are 
obtainable in the case of a rail- 
way system, such as the G.S.R., 
which serves wide areas of 
sparsely populated countrysides 
in which the seasonal require- 
ments of agriculture, rather than 
the . steady and concentrated 
demands of manufacturing indus- 
tries, determine transport needs. 
In other words, can the same 
principles safely be applied to an 
undertaking which serves Dublin 
and Belfast and their inter- 
mediate industrial centres, and to 
a system which is compelled to 
rely on traffic from points which 
lie much further apart? 

If these, and other, factors of 
difference are taken into account, 
it seems obvious that principles, 
however sound they may be in 
the abstract, cannot be applied 
indiscriminately’ in practice. It 
is, indeed, reasonable to suggest 
that G.N.R. and G.S.R. condi- 
tions are so widely different as to 
require substantially different 
methods of treatment. In one 
case, we have comparatively con- 
centrated industrial and agri- 
cultural communities ; in the other 
case, the predominant demand is 
for services to meet the “ door to 
door ” needs of isolated village 
and farming populations. The 
needs of Down and Derry bear 
little resemblance to those of 
Mayo and Kerry. One type of 
compromise may be most suitable 
to Donegal and Fermanagh, and 
a quite different combination of 
services may be appropriate to 
conditions in the counties of, say, 
Cork and Roscommon, If, then, 
we assume that Mr. Reynolds 
leans heavily - towards road 
traffic as the most desirable

‘the general election comes closer, 
it is bécoming more, and more 
obvious that the issues will have 
nothing to do with high politics. 
This war has. made realists of our 


most woolly-minded citizens, and. 


the politics that matter at the 
moment, and are likely to matter 
more with the progress of time, 
are the politias of bread and 
The average citizen in 
Ireland to-day—and what from 
the Government’s point is far 
more important, the average 


citizen’s wifé—is thinking almost 


exclusively in terms of supplies 
and their prices. For that reason 
Mr. Sean Lemass holds a key posi- 


tion in the Government. During 


the election campaign his Depart- 
ment will be the target for 
popular attack; and it is not too 


much t say that the Fianna Fail) 


party’s chances at the polls will 
depend to a large extent on the 
ability of the Minister for Sup- 
plies to defend himself against the 
slings and arrows of his opponents. 
In Mr. Lemass the Government 
has a doughty champion. His 
speech at Chapelizod made at least 
a plausible case for the Depart- 
ment of Supplies, and, if the full 
facts are taken into consiiration, 
it must be admitted that it 
is a reasonably sound case. 
Housewives and others. are 
grumbling because certain com- 
modities are short in Eire. Do 
they ever pause to think about 
economic conditions in other 
countries? Eire is neutral, and, 
consequently, has no right to 
expect special consideration from 
any of the belligerents. For that 
reason she is bound to suffer 
through lack of certain kinds of 
fuel. Coal and oil of all descrip- 
tions must be imported. Great 
Britain and the ‘United States 
themselves are in short supply, 
and it would be wholly unreason- 
able to expect them to send to 
this country supplies which they 
need urgently for their own 
people. 

Apart from fuel—and nature 
has blessed Ireland with an 
Ersatz in the form of turf, 
which, admittedly, will not drive 
motor cars, but 
some extent, at any rate, 
make -up for the lack of 
imported coal—in what other 
respects are the Irish people 
worse off than their neighbours? 
There undoubtedly has been a 
certain amount of bungling in 
regard to butter and bacon sup- 
plies ; but, as Mr. Lemass pointed 
out, Ireland is the only European 
country which has unrestricted 
supplies of wheaten bread and 
flour. There is a temporary 


Scarcity of sugar, which is due to 


the meagre acreage that was 
planted with sugar beet last 
year, and can be attributed 
largely to the shortage of im- 
ported fertilisers. Mr. Lemass, 
however, announced yesterday 
that there would be a substantial 
increase of the acreage under beet 
during the present year. Arrange- 
ments also were being made for 
the importation of raw sugar for 
refining; and the people could 
expect confidently an increase in 
the sugar ration in the future. 
Nothing can be done about tea, 
for supplies of which Eire is 
dependent entirely upon outside 
sources. Oats are being imported 
from Canada; but maize is vir- 
tually unobtainable, and, for that 
reason, there probably will con- 
tinue to be a certain shortage of 
bacon. The fact is, however, that 
this little country probably has 
more plentiful supplies “of 
nourishing food than any other 
country in Europe. Prices are 
relatively high, it is true; but is 
it not better to have dear food 
than no food at all? Our people 
may be restricted to a frugal 
dietary. They may be forced to 
eschew luxuries ; but is there any 
nation in Europe to-day the in- 
habitants of which would not be 
glad to change places with them? 
We have no desire to cloak the 
shortcomings of the Department 
of Supplies, which has been 
guilty of grievous mistakes. On 
the other hand, there is no doubt 
at all that the people of this 
country are exceptionally for- 
tunate. They have an abundance 
of good food at a time when 
millions of people are *%tarving 
throughout the world.

stone Experimental Farm, Scotland, 
when New Zealand experts ex- 
changed’ views with home agricul- 
turists. Mr. G. A. Holmes said that 
ley farming was the standard 
practice in iow Zealand’s southern 
provinces. ‘The export of lambs last 
year reached the record of eleven 
millions, nearly three times as many 
as in 1917, and a reflection of the 
improved standard of farming in 
New Zealand. Wheat, barley and 
linen flax were maintained at 
stabilised prices, while mechanical 
methods of growing root and forage 
crops fed off by stock provided both 
a high per acre return, and a means 
of building up soil fertility. The 
southern provinces were, per 1,000 
acres of cultivated land, the largest 
users of agricultural lime in the 
world. Box type spreaders enabled 
application at the rate of five tons 
an hour. Mr. Holmes surprised the 
conference by. declaring that 60 tons 
and over of swedes could be got 
from an acre, and that 10 ewes, and 
up to 12, and then lambs, could be 


maintained on one acre. 


Seeds Available 


Mr. W. M. Findlay, of the North 
of Scotland College of Agriculture, 
revealed that cocksfoot will possibly 
be the only common seed that may 
be scarce this year. Nowadays seed 
of the Danish early flowering, more 
stalky type is coming from America 
and some from Chile. The purity 
figure is low in many cases, but the 
impurities are mainly empty glumes, 
which are expensive to take out. The 
indications are that there will be 
four or five lbs. an acre of cocksfoot 
available for fields sown down for 
the two years. There was gair 


iof perennial ryegrass, both the Iris 


and Ayrshire seed being of good 
germination in contrast to the home 
seed. In the North of Scotland, 
although perennial ryegrass was 
specially useful’ for the winter graz- 
ing of sheep, it was very easily in- 
jured by frost and its growth 
greatly retarded. 


Women Lorry Drivers 


More than one hundred and. fifty 
women, between 21 and 45, are now 
driving three-ton lorries for the rail- 
way companies here, and their 
number is being added to at the 
rate of nearly twenty a month;

Men do the 
driving course in. twenty-one days,

The Halle Orchestra 


The decision of the world famous 
Halle Orchestra—the oldest in 
Britain, with an uninterrupted 
record of eighty-five years—to extend 
its sphere 6f influence by touring 
England, Scotland and Wales in a 
round-the-year programme of two 
hundred concerts, has been heartily 
welcomed by music-lovers. No 
longer will it confine itself to the 
environs of Lancashire. The Halle 
may not make profits, and any 
surpluses which may accrue have to 
be used to further and foster music. 
Since the air-raid on Manchester in 
1940, in which the Free Trade Hall 
was destroyed, the Orchestra has 
heen giving its brilliance in the 
larger city and suburban theatres of 
the City. 


‘Farm Workers® Houses 


The three thousand houses for 
farm workers, which will be begun 
next month, will be in groups of 
from four to six rather than in pairs. 
Lord Portal, Minister of Works and 
Planning, revealed here to-day, all 
will be in or near villages, so that 
existing water supplies will be used. 
It is estimated that ten or twent 
times this number will be required, 
if the housing shortage for farm 
workers is to be relieved. All the

and will have roofings fully insulated 
against heat and cold. any will 
have flat concrete roofs, because of 
the shortage of timber and other 
roofing materials.
